The Civil Service Commission 
today upheld the decision of Per

Civil Service Act by making con- 
tributions for politica] purposes. 

At the same time, the commis- 
sion announced that it had studied 
the testimony 13 other members of 
the City Counselor’s staff had 
given at hearings conducted by 


Seearce and found that none of 
them had violated the City Charter 
Or the Civil Service Act. 

Luther Ely Smith, chairman of 
the commission, said facts in the 
cases of Stemmler and the eight 
others would be investigated by 
the commission and hearings 
would be conducted. Whether the 
hearings will be for each individ- 
ual attorney, or held jointly, Smith 
said he did not know. A date for 
the hearings will probably be de- 
cided, he said, at a commission 
‘meeting Oct. 14.

The Post-Dispatch takes pride in its 
courazeous platform to “never be afraid 
to attack wrong, whether by predatory 
plutocracy or predatory poverty.” To 
this end, it usually gives the appearance 
of objectivity and impartialty. 


When changes in the Missouri unem- 
ployment compensation law were recent- 
ly considered, this objectivity and im- 
partiality seemed to run a poor second 
to expediency or prejudice, or both.

It is a pleasure to see you admit in 
your recent editorial. “As of A.D. 1948” 
that “some people chisc! on unemploy- 
ment compensation.”

Many people chisel on this insurance 
set aside for the bona fide worker. who 
is not a veteran. Missouri paid out over 
$1.000.000 last month (August), and over 
$10,000,000 since Jan. 1, 1948. to people 
who asserted that they were actually 
looking for work. but could not find it. 

In 1946, $20,100 000 paid to 200,000 peo- 
ple. 

In 1947, $17,000,000 paid to 188.000 peo- 
le. 

In 1948, another $17,000,000 will prob- 
ably be paid out. 

This adds up to 500,000 people draw- 
ing over $50,000,000 out of a fund set 
up to protect all of us in a day of real 
unemployment. 

Since Jan. 1, 1946, there have been 
only 750,000 workers covered at any one 
time by this insurance. Is it reasonable 
to believe that two-thirds of them have 
heen out of work in the Jast three years

Battle Against High Prices 

Sears, Roebuck & Co. has lowered prices sub- 
stantially on many textiles, articles of clothing 
and furniture, rugs and household goods i= its 
Fall catalogue. 

Evidently its economists have concluded that 
present high prices are riding for a fall and 
that in order to continue to attract the buyer's 
dollar it will have to reduce prices. 

What makes Sears’ action so significant is 
that it repeats a piece of history from 28 years 
ago, as Editorial Research Reports recalls. Be- 
lieving in 1920 that the inflation that followed 
the first World ‘War had about run its fevered 
course, the company reduced prices sweepingly 
on a wide range of merchandise. Throughout 
the nation retail merchants followed the lead. 
Soon deflation was on. 

How much of that history will be repeated 
in 1948? 

Sears’ opinion is impressive because, in pro- 
ceeding on it, the company stands to lose mil- 
lions of dollars if it is wrong. 

International Shoe Co. has just cut from a 
five to four-day week because it was not selling 
as many shoes as it was making. 

Automobiles have priced themselves out of 
the mass market and the new car market is 
heading into “the most catastrophic conse- 
quences of its entire historv” by the end of 
next vear, according to a New York banker, 
Arthur J. Morris. . 

Many new residences are standing vacant in 
cities from Nashville to New York because 
they are priced higher than the people who 
need them can pay. Lending institutions con- 
sider loans on dwellings at present inflated 
prices so risky that GI home loans have vir- 
tually disappeared, the Mortgage Bankers Asso- 
ciation of America has been told. 

Housewives are striking against high meat 
prices. 

Butter is down froma dollar to 77 cents a 
pound. 

In farm and forest products, textiles and 
some heavy chemicals and building materials a 
buyer’s market is opening up, the Associated 
Press has reported. 

Plainly what has been going on ever since the 
end of the war is that people have been saving 
less, dipping into the savings they had already 
made. and borrowing more, in order to support 
the soaring prices. Consumers’ savings dropped 
off as much as $14,000,000,000 in a single vear. 
while their debts soared to an all-time high by 
the middle of last year. Such improvidence 
cannot go on indefinitely. 

If business is not to “prosper” itself right into 
a depression, it would be sensible to begin 
thinking now of prices at which a healthy con- 
sumption can be maintained on a permanent 
basis. 
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A Job for the Police 


It should not be necessary for the mothers in 
the vicinity of the Bryan Mullanphy School, or 
any other St. Louis schoo], to chaperone their 
children to and from school in order to protect 
them from neighborhood prowlers. That is the 
dutv of the police. 

If the Parent-Teachers Association 
organize a system of “block mothers" to give 
an extra margin of orderliness in the progress 
of the children to and from school, that is their 
privilege. But it is the concern of the Police 
Department to*throw the fear of the law into 
any hoodlums who may be attacking or molest- 
ing the children. Not only is this a police 
function; it is a fairly simple one, and there is 
no excuse for saddling it on mothers who have 
plenty to do to run their households. 

Just a minimum of vigorous plain-clothes 
work can put the hoodlums or prowlers in their 
Place and keep them there. 
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To the Pocketbook Nerve 


Slum clearance promises not only better hous- 
ing and a more attractive city, but also to 
save St. Louisans a great deal of money. The 
slums swallow up several times as much tax 
money as they pay into the city, and they are 
dragging the city into a disastrous decline. 

When Harland Batholomew speaks of a half- 
million population a few decades hence, he 
speaks of a trend already in evidence. The 
area east of Jefferson has lost population since 
1900, the area east of Kingshighway since 1920.. 
Decay in the center of the city overtook growth 
in the outskirts between 1930 and 1940, and the 
whole city lost population. 

Once a city grows big, everyone suffers if it 
slips back. The cost of municipal service 
cannot be reduced with the decline in popu- 
lation. Tax rates go up, and the burden drives 
people and businesses out of the city at a 
still more rapid rate. 

St. Louis can either yield to this viciaus proc- 
ess, or it can clear the slums and redevelop the 
land to support more people and higher tax- 
able wealth. To vote for the bond issue is to 
vote for the city’s comeback. 

The St, Louis Chapter of the Missouri Society 
of Professional Engineers and other hard-headed 
groups have followed such reasoning in sup- 
porting the bond issue. The same reasoning 
should appeal to every taxpayer's pocketbook 
nerve.

This miracle of rehabilitation—for it is no 
less—was accomplished in the Institute of Re- 
habilitation and Physical Medicine in New York 
City. Before going to New York, Schweiss had 
remained an invalid for nearly a year in a St. 
Louis hospital following an accident in a lime- 
stone mine at St. Genevieve. Schweiss’ case 
is typical of the remarkable recoveries , which 
are achieved in the New York institution by 
special techniques for retraining paralyzed per- 
sons. 

Conforming to the recommendations of the 
Baruch Committee on Physical Medicine, the 
institute seeks not only physical rehabilitation 
and retraining but also seeks to adjust the in- 
dividual mentally and socially to new condi 
tions of life.

Science vs. Malthus 

In a famous prediction, Thomas Robert Mal- 
thus warned the human race that it must sternly 
repress the impulse to reproduce, or starve. 
Science is undertaking to prove him wrong. Re- 
cent research with atomic “tracers” in Cali- 
fornia, as reported in two articles reprinted 
recently on-this page, indicate that all the es- 
sentials of human diet can be produced in al- 
most endless abundance by the controlled grow- 
inz of marine plants in sea water. 

Science has already upset Malthus once. The 
world’s population is three times as great as 
it was when he published his prophecy, just 150 
years ago. Scientific farming, an agricultural 
revolution, made the increase possible. 

Today world population is rising, fertile soil is 
declining and millions are hungry, so Malthus ,is 
popular again. The discoveries which staved 
off disaster for so long seem to be approach- 
ing their limits. But now, out of the same basic 
studies that led to Hiroshima, there comes a 
promise of a new food revolution. : 

Let us not, however, be too cheerful too soon. 
The revolution has not yet arrived. If it comes, 
soi] conservation will still be vital. Land that 
bears rich coats of vegetation will be needed 
to maintain water supplies and control floods, 
to temper the climates of inland areas and 
preserve the balance of nature without which 
the earth would become an unhealthful place. 
Also, there will still be a demand for real 
steaks, real apples, etc., even though food ex- 
tracted from sea water may supply the same 
nourishment. 

Meanwhile, current political forces are. a 
threat to this grand crusade to abolish hunger. 
The research depends on federal money; it will 
have to withstand economizers in Congress. 
Scientific workers under federal grants undergo 
badgering. thought-policing, a clamor for exces- 
sive secrecy and other discouragements from the 
Thomas committee and some executive officials. 
The momentous news from the California labor- 
atories is an excellent additional reason for 
calling an immediate halt to all such anti- 
scientific follies. 
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Final Victory for Mrs. McCollum 

Mrs. Vashti McCollum has won a complete 
victory in her fight against the teaching of re- 
ligion in the public schools of Champaign, III. 
The 8-to-1 decision in the United States Svu- 
preme Court has now been applied to the school 
system against which she brought her protest. 
Cirevit Judge Grover Watson of Champaign 
county has issued a writ of mandamus which 
vindicates Mrs. McCollum’'s tong fight. The 
court order is for the school board to 

adopt and enforce rules and regulations 
prohibiting all instruction and teaching of 
religious education in the manner hereto- 
fore conducted in all public school houses 
and buildings: also prohibiting the use of 
the state’s public school machinery to-help 
enroll pupils in religious classes of various 
sectarian groups. 

This is precisely the action Mrs, McCollum 
called for in the beginning when she objected to 
the treatment of her son, Terry. Because she 
was not cowed by schoo] board members, courts 
and prosecutors, she has seen her position 
proved right in the end. It is a big achieve- 
ment for one small woman. 
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Gov. Green Takes Up Disasters 

Gov. Green of illinois appeared in the guise 
of a military commentator at the National Guard 
Association convention in St. Louis. Always 
ready with amazing alacrity to garner a possible 
vote but generally dilatory in acting on smelly 
situations in his state, he was on his toes. He 
denounced the Gray Board report for its recom- 
mendation that the National Guard and the 
Organized Reserves be put under full federal 
control. 

This went over big. In too many states, 
politics plays a big part in the National Guard. 
For example, until recently a division com- 
mander in New York was a Congressman who 
had no military service at a]] in World War II. 
New Jersey’s armored division was commanded 
last summer by a state politician who was a 
colonel in psychological warfare during the war 
and had no command experience in armor. 
However, many states, and Missouri is one, 
have excellent commanding officers. 

Green said: “As Governor I am deeply con- 
scious of the responsibility placed on me under 
the Illinois Constitution to protect the life and 
property of the citizenry in event of disaster 
or other emergency.” If the Governor is in- 
terested in protecting lives in event of disaster 
it might be mentioned that no one knows what 
he thinks about the Centralia disaster where 
111 miners died because the laws were not en- 
forced. 
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An Appointment That Can Wait 

Several Boston Democrats are under consid- 
eration for appointment to the federal bench to 
fill the vacancy left by the death of District 
Judge Arthur D. Healey. This suggests that 
President Truman and the Department of Jus- 
tice have in mind an appointment in the near 
future. 

It should be clear from the case of Judge Roy 
W. Harper here in Missouri that the Republican 
Senate is not going to confirm lifetime seats on 
the federal judiciary in an election season. The 
White House has it within its power to use a 
recess appointment to fill the Boston vacancy, 
but there is nothing to guarantee that an ap- 
pointee would not be forced off the bench 
when the Eighty-first Congress meets. Such 
an occurrence would be a blow to the dignity of

selfish interests who thought thev could 
control him, and we are interested in him 


as representative of the Democratic party, 


Because of our interest in Democracy 
as the party of the people, we have been 
alarmed at some of the appointments Mr. 
Truman has made and some of the asso- 
ciates he has cultivated. His championship 
of Ed Pauley, who is a representative of 
tidelands oil interests, now so concerned 
with the Dixiecrat movement, is a case in 
point. For if private monopoly gains con- 
trol of that essential resource, we would 
be immeasurably handicapped in the event 
of another war. 


Party That Fought the Dictators 


But the Democratic party is bigger than 
any one man, and that fact should be em- 
phasized when the Dixiecrats and the Re- 
publicans center their fire on the man 
who temporarily occupies the White House. 
It is the party that has successfully led 
the fight against totalitarianism in two 
great world wars, and hence it is that we 
become greatly alarmed When we see 4 
group of men who call themselves Demo- 
crats walk out of deliberative assemblies 
every time they fail to enforce their com- 
posite will, as the Dixiecrats did at Phila- 
delphia and more recently in Texas. 


That is the technique that hag been em- 
ployed by Vishinsky in the United Nations 
and by Sokolovsky in Berlin. It is not the 
way of democracy in America, where un- 
der our system of checks and balances we 
have legislative and judicial bodies to re- 
dress any grigvance we may feel we have 
against the Executive. And neither is 
the putsch, or forceful triumph of the 
minority over the majority, which Hitler 
invented, which Russia has followed in 
Czechoslavakia and elsewhere, and which 
the Longites now have adopted in Huey’s 
Louisiana, in keeping with democracy. 


Time to Stick Together 


But big money is involved in American 
politics today, and selfish interests do not 
quibble over the means they employ to at- 
tain their ends. 


Here in Alabama we had thought the 
late B. B. Comer had ended corporation 
rule in the affairs of our state for af 
time: we thought that Teddy Roosevelt, 
Woodrow Wilson and F. D, R. had decided 
the issue nationally. But monopoly never 
sleeps, and existing trends toward totali- 
tarianism, viewed in the light of the aft- 
ermath of another world war, lead us to 
fear that some man on horseback may cru- 
cify American democracy and set up in its 
stead a corporate state after the pattern of 
Mussolini's Italy. 


In view of such a national tragedy it is 
time for us to cease our divisiveness and 
stick together, all for one and one for all, 
in defense of our country and its traditions. 


HENHOUSE SABOTAG 
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Nero Fiddles Again 
AND BE A VILLAIN, by Rex Stout. (Viking Press, 216 
pqs., $2.50.) 

The popularity of our crime-and-detection 
literature seems to indicate that the re- 
vealed processes of solving a crime are un- 
derstandable to anyone who can do small 
sums or figure out a railroad time-table. 
So far as I am concerned this is a mistaken 
assumption. The deductive sleight-of-hand 
practiced by even the hammiest “private 
eye” is generally as obscure to me as the 
exploits of the late Houdini. Yet I too am 
a sucker for a good crime story and among 
all the contemporary specialists in plain 
and fancy detection, I have a strong pref- 
erence for Nero Wolfe. 


Mr. Wolfe hasn't achieved the permanent 
place in literature held by Poe’s Dupin and 
Conan Doyle's Sherlock Holmes, but he’s 
an immensely more appealing character 
than M. Hercule Poirot for instance or 
Lord Peter Wimsey, for these zentlemen, if 
they are anything, are merely the em- 
bodied triumphs of close thinking. 


Nero Wolfe's thinking is presumably 
first-class because it always gets the richt 
answer, But it doesn’t put you in too much 
of a sweat. For while the wheels are turn- 
ing, the reader is regaled by sardonic dia- 
logues between Wolfe and his extroverted 
assistant Archie Goodwin, by Wolfe's Lu- 
cullan addiction to guinea fow] smothered 
in wine sauce and cotelletes a la Kiev. by 
his dread of all modern locomotion and by 
his religious ministrations to his world 
famous orchids. :

A native of Norwich, Conn., she 
married Theodore Roosevelt in 
London in 1886, after the death of 
his first wife, Mrs. Alice Hatha- 
way Lee Roosevelt in 1884. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt died in 1919. 

Mrs. Roosevelt died as she had 
lived. She shunned publicity 
throughout her husband’s career 
and lived in. seclusion after his 
death. 

“A woman’s name should appear 
in print but twice,” she once said, 
“when she is married and when 
she is buried.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt lived to receive 
news of the death of three of her 
four sons in war. Quentin died 
in aerial combat in World War I 
Jr. and Kermit in 
World War II.

The twenty-sixth President’s 
widow spent her latter vears at 
Sagamore Hill, a rambling vic- 
torian country house overlooking 
Long Island sound.

Proposal Would Be 
Contrary to Sherman 


Act Provisions.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30 — De- 
partment of Justice sources indi- 
cated today they would oppose 
any proposal to permit oil com- 
panies to curtail production and 
increase oil prices in return for a 
Government pledge of immunity 
from prosecution under the anti- 
trust laws. 

A spokesman for the anti-trust 
division of the department, who 
declined to authorize use of his 
name, told the Post-Dispatch that 
such a plan was ‘contrary to the. 
Sherman Act on price-fixing and 
in direct contradiction to the Ad- 
ministration’s anti-monopoly pro- 
gram. This position also was 
taken by officials of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, when ques- 
tioned by the Post-Dispatch, 

Confidential Report. 

The question arose ag a result 
of a confidential report made to 
the National Security Resources 
Board by Wallace Pratt, until re- 
- cently special consultant to Board 
Chairman Arthur M. Hill. The 
board, consisting of seven cabinet 
members in addition to the chair- 
man, is charged with keeping the 
President informed on the use of 
the nation’s resources for the na- 
tional defense. 

At the request of Hill, Pratt 
made a special survey of the 
country’s oi] reserves and sub- 
mitted his findings and recom- 
mendations to the board. Qualified 
sources said the report, sstill] 
marked “confidential,” finds the 
present status of oil reserves to 
be alarming, and proposes that 
the various states require oil 
firms to cut production in order 
to conserve oil supplies for use in 
case of war. 

Under Pratt’s proposal, the Post- 
Dispatch was told, the oil com- 
panies would be compensated for 
lost production by being allowed 
to “adjust” oil prices through joint 
action. It is understood that the 
Pratt report does not specifically 
recommend that the Federal Gov- 
ernment waive anti-trust action, 
but it was said that such a waiver 
is implied in the recommendation 
for “joint action.” 

Pratt’s Background. 

Pratt, whose home is in Frijole, 
Tex., retired in 1945 as vice presi- 
dent of the Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey. Prior to that he 
served for many years as chief 
geologist, a director and vice presi- 
dent of the Humble Oil & Refin- 
ing Co. of Houston, Tex., an affil- 
jate of Standard of New Jersey. 
The latter company has purchased 
an interest in the Arabian-Amer- 
ican Oi] Co., which has Middle 
East oil concessions. 

As oil consultant to the board, 
Pratt declared in his confidential 
report that additional oil needed 
for present consumption in this 
country should be imported, pref- 
erably from the Middle East fields 
while they are still accessible. 
Latin American oi] reserves could 
be retained for use in the event 
this nation is cut off from the 
Middle East, the report said. 
Meanwhile, it went on, the reserve 
capacity in the United States 
should be strengthened by curtail- 
ing the rate of production, coinci- 
dent with the laying of more pipe- 
lines and the drilling of additional 
wells. 

Pumping to the Limit. 

In almost every oil-producing 
state, the report continued, oil is 
now being pumped out of the 
ground at or above the maximum 
efficient rate—that is, without 
spoiling the ultimate productive 
capacity of the wells. This, he 
said, leaves no “reserve” capacity. 
In the event of a war emergency, 
oil companies would be unable to 
pump any more oi] out of their 
wells than they are now taking. 

At the National Security Re- 
mources Board the Post-Dispatch 
was told today that the Pratt re- 
port had been submitted to Chair- 
man Hill as viftually an “inner- 
office” memorandum, and that it 
has not yet been formally studied 
by the full board. It was empha- 
sized that no action whatever may 
be taken on it. It was further 
stated that some versions that 
leaked out were “garbled” and 
inaccurate. 

Government oil experts, mean- 
while, pointed out thaf there is 
nothing to prevent private oil com- 
panies now from curtailing oil pro- 
duction if they so desire. A num- 
ber of states, including Texas, 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Oklahoma 
and Kansas, have conservation 
laws permitting them to limit oil 
production. Enforcement of pro- 
duction quotas have been notori- 
ously lax in some states in the 


t. 

Prexmably, if the Pratt rec- 
ommendations w’ --cepted, all 
oil-producing states would he 
asked to enter into a nation wide 
compact to limit production, in 
the hope that the compact would 
be honored without federal regu- 
lation. Oil companies would then 
get together to increase prices, 
with the consent of federal au- 
thorities. It also was pointed out 
by Government critics of the plan 
that such an increase in oil prices 
would amount in effect te ration- 
ing, since many consumers might 
be priced “out of the market.”

WHAT IS THE ORIGIN? 
UESTION: Why is New York 
City sometimes referred to as 
Gotham ?—F. 0. 

Answer: The terms Gotham 
and Gothamites were given to 
New York and its people in 1817 
by Washington Irving in the 
magazine Salmagundi. It Was a 
satirical reference to “The Mad 
Men of Gotham,” a legend of old 
England. 

One day word came to the pleas- 
ant village of Gotham that King 
John planned to build a country 
palace near by, and that his archi- 
tects already were en route to 
Gotham to select the site. 

The Gethamites hatched a plot 
to discourage the choice of 
Gotham. Soon the messengers ar- 
rived and dismounted at the vil- 
lage green -- and looked about 
them in amazement. 

A group of villagers were wad- 
ing in the pond with an ee! tied to 
a string. They explained that they 
were teaching the creature to 
swim.

As you listen to the senior dele- 
gates speak on atomic control, the 
use of the veto, participation in 
the European Recovery Program, 
andethe general question of 
whether the U.N, can accomplish 
its high purpose of drawing the 
governments of the world together 
in an effort to preserve world 
peace, a pattern seems to form 
before you. 

Our Secretary of State, George 
C. Marshall, spoke with evident 
sincerity, calmly and _ with 
restraint, and he stated the situa- 
tions that exist without any ex- 
aggeration or vituperation.

Later, Andrei Y. Vishinsky, Dep-

was his central] theme. 


NEAR THE END of his spee 
Mr. Vishinsky made Fmd go 
tions for a reduction in arms 
among the Big Five powers and 
the prohibition of atomic weap- 
ons. The sad part of this for me 
was that this delegate from a 
great nation, whose representa- 
tives supposedly are so highly 
trained and so highly intelligent, 
could have spent the last two 
years in going over reports of the 
work done on atomic energy and 
now, apparently in good faith, 
could come before the General 
Assembly with a proposal to do 
away with atomic bombs, without 
even touching on the real problem 
that contro] of atomic energy must 
be at its source. 

Atomic bombs are secondary if 
you do not control the source o: 
atomic energy, and if you do not 
agree to a universal] plan of in- 
spection there is no use in de- 
stroying such bombs as exist. You 
have created no securitv for the 
people of the world. 

Mr. Vishinsky must know this, 
and so one must conclude that 
either he does not wish to accept 
it amd hopes to confuse the rest 
of the world on this subject or 
that to him anything is better 
than allowing an _ international 
group to have the right of in- 
spection within his country.

IT 18 CURIOUS that the nation

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 30. 
AST May, President Truman 
came to Philadelphia and ate 
his first “mud.” And by so 

doing he made the acquaintance 
of what may be the most famous 
cookie in the world. 

For 100 years “muds” have 
spread the name of a famed 
school throughout the world, For 
a “mud” is a gingerbread cookie 
about three inches in diameter 
which through the years has been 
served at Sunday night dinners 
at Girard College and as a special 
reward for good work. During the 
war, “muds” from the Hum, as 
Girarders call their beloved school, 
followed alumni in the armed 
forces to all parts of the globe. 

“Muds” are but one of the many 
traditions and legends which have 
grown up in Philadelphia and 
Pennsylvania about this college 
for fatherless boys which isn’t a 
college—it grants no degrees, has 
no professors and boys Teave at 
age 18. 

Some of these legends have a 
basis in fact; others are made out 
of whole cloth. For instance, it’s 
practically impossible to convince 
Philadelphians that the wall in- 
closing Girard’s 40 acres and 30 
magnificent buildings doesn’t 
measure 10 feet above ground and 
10 below. This, according to the 
story, Was done to circumvent the 
will of founder Stephen Girard, 
which had specified an ungainly 
structure 20 feet high. As a mat- 
ter of fact, his will definitely 
states the wall must be just 10 
feet, four inches high. And that’s 
what it is, to the fraction of an 
inch. 

It was to observe the 100th an- 
niversary of this institution that 
President Truman journeyed to 
Philadelphia to eat “mud” and 
address the 1600 students and a 
faculty which is reputedly higher 
paid than those in many of higher 


learning. 
F Girard, merchant, trader, ship- 

master and leading citizen, 
left $6,000,000 for the erection and 
support of a school for orphaned 
or fatherless boys from six to 18 
years old. It was a curious will 
and many attempts were made to 
break it by Girard’s heirs over 
the years, 

In it Girard went into the most 
minute detail as to how the 
buildings were to be constructed 
and the school conducted. He 
even specified the thickness of 
walls, depths of foundations, loca- 
tion of stairways, doors and the 
like. 

One provision in the will has 
probably done more than anything 
else to Keep the name of the 
Hum from being as well known 
throughout the country as it 
shonld be. Girard specified that 
first choice in admissions should 
go to fatherless boys from Phila- 
delphia, his adopted city; second 
to boys from Pennsylvania at 
large; third to applicants from 
New York City, where he first 
landed in America, and lastly to 
lads from New Orleans, where he 
first traded as shipmaster. 


As a matter of fact, only four 
or five non-Pennsylvanians have 
been admitted. A current drop in 
enrollment will probably change 
this situation and the gates may 
be opened to “foreigners.”

In 1844 Daniel Webster acted 
as attorney for Girard's heirs in 
an attempt to void the college be- 
guest on the grounds it would lead 
to the propagation of atheism. 
Daniel lost his case. 


It’s an odd fact that despite this 
ban on formal religious insfruc- 
tion, at™least half of the school’s 
presidents have been eminent 
churchmen. The present presi- 
dent, Dr. Merle M. Odgers, is past 
president of the Presbyterian So- 
cial Union, 
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NOTHER contradictory fact: 
A tr first book taken into the 
school was a Bible and Biblical 
instruction “of a practical, moral 
and non-sectarian nature” always 
has been part of the curriculum. 


One result of this provision of 
his will that old Stephen Girard 
probably couldn’t foresee is that 
more than a dozen of the Hum’s 
most prominent alumni are clergy- 
men; and they are barred forever 
from returning to the _ school 
which gave them their start in 
life. 


To some, Stephen Girard was a 
narrow, caNntankerous old party: 
to others he was a practical 
visionary and idealist. One thing 
sure: he was far ahead of his 
times in some matters, For -one 
thing, standardization and regi- 
mentation irritated him no end 
and he saw to it in his will that 
his school should bear as little re- 


semblance as possible to the typi- 
cal orphan home of his day.

But there he lies, surrounded by 
his earthly possessions, now little 
more than a glorified junk pile. 

But farther away, in all corners 
of the globe, you'll find his real 
possessions—those of

a crusty little old man had a 
vision. 


It looks as if Girard had some- | 


thing when he stated his philoso- 
phy: “My deeds must be my life. 
When I am dead my actions must 
speak for me.”
